TO  CARRY  THE  PLANTS 
THROUGH  THE  WINTER. 

We  recommend  the  following  simple  method : 
before  the  ground  is  frozen  too  hard,  usually 
about  the  middle  of  November,  procure  some 
rough  straw  or  litter,  or  branches  of  evergreens, 
or  dried  leaves  and  put  around  the  lower  parts 
of  plants,  to  a  height  of  about  one  foot.  Cover 
this  with  a  little  soil  to  prevent  the  wind  from 
blowing  it  away.  In  the  Spring  remove  this 
and  cut  away  the  wood  killed  by  frost,  giving 
a  mulching  of  well  rotted  manure.
